"Fit the ( rime "? 


" T o m a k e the p u n ish m e n t tit the 
crim e 
m a y have been en o u g h o f 
a goal, a ce n tu ry ago, for the co m ic 
o p era team o f G ilb e rt a n d Sullivan. 
But not for m o d e rn c rim in o lo ­ 
gists. T o d a y ’s goal, as the U nited 
States S u p re m e C o u r t put it, is to 
m ak e the p u n ish m e n t “ fit the offen­ 
der an d not m erely the crim e." 
C o n s id e r tw o robbers. O ne is a 
v eteran safe cra c k e r, wise in the 
w ays o f the u n d erw o rld . T h e o th e r 
is a teenage purse sn a tch er, n erv ­ 
ously trying to be tough. 
Both offen deis are guilty o f the 
sam e crim e: ro b b ery . Y et there are 
o bvious 
reasons 
for not 
treating 
th em alike. T h e y are different not 
only in the deg ree of their evil but 
.also in the c h a n c e o f saving th em 
fro m a life of crim e. 


W h en the tim e c o m e s to p r o ­ 
nounce sentence, the judge n a tu r ­ 
ally w ants to take such differences 
into accou nt. But he m a y not have 
any leeway. V ery o ften a single, 
sta n d ard penalty is p rescribed in 
ad v ance bs the legislature. 
W h at h ap p en s then ? T h e re are 
these possibilities 
1) the judge m ay be forced to 
im pose a sentence that he feels is 
unwise; or 
2) he m ay get a ro u n d the law — 
m ay be by arb itrarily red u cin g the 
charge, m .iybe even by finding the 
offender not guilty at all 
In e ith e r case. as th e u n h a p p y 
result of a " p r e f a b ric a te d ” sentence, 
justice is not done. 
T h e p rob lem was h igh lighted re­ 
cently in a special repo rt on se n ­ 
tencing. by an adviso ry c o m m itte e 
of the A m e ric a n Bar A ssociation. 
T h e co m m ittee's rep ort, part of 
a massive A B A study o f crim inal 
justice, urged a speedy end to too- 
rigid penalties fro ze n into law. 
T ru e, it is up to the leg islature— 
as sp o k e sm an fo r the pub lic— to set 
o u r basic sta n d a rd s fo r the p u n ish ­ 
m en t of w ro n gd oing . 
But w h e n it c o m e s to app lying 
those sta n d a rd s in a p a rtic u la r case, 
the c o m m itte e said the judge should 
have plenty o f o p tion s. He. after 
all. has to deal with an individual 
h u m a n being W h o b etter th a n the 
judge can m a k e the p u n ishm en t tit 
the m a n ?

We know it has been asked a lot of 
times and there have been, undoubted­

make in a life?” We recently ran across 
this true story that took place in a 
town in the Middle West. 
A Methodist church needed a .jani­ 
tor. The minister called his board to­ 
gether. He suggested that they employ 
a town loafer by the name of Anderson. 
There was silence for a short period, 
and then someone spoke: ‘‘Is that the 
best we can do? Ile has been a bum tor 
years. No one in the city has any res­ 
pect for him.” So they decided to wait 
another week and try to find someone 
else. Finally, in desperation they em­ 
ployed the town bum. As time passed he 
took pride in his work. He began to 
take pride in himself, also. Ile Kept ti. 
church clean and himself clean. Ile be­ 
came polite, agreeable, and anxious to 
please. For a year he sat on the back 
seat at every service and was a most 
attentive listener. Then one day he went 
over to the minister’s home and asked 
if he could join the church. The minis­ 
ter was glad that he had made this de­ 
cision. 
After another year, he went again 
to the minister and asked permission 
to teach a class of boys. Ile was granted 
the wish and was still teaching the class 
when the 
minister 
left 
for another 
church. 
It 
was 
several 
years 
before 
the 
preacher came back to the town. Some 
of the faithful church members met 
him at the train. One of them greeted 


the preacher and spoke to him. “I will 
drive you over to the home where you 
are to be a guest. Your host was tied up 
in a board of directors meeting at the 
bank and couldn’t get away. You are to 
stay at the home of Mr. Anderson.” The 
minister stopped and 
looked 
at 
the 
gentleman. He had a puzzled expression 
on his face. The gentleman explained 
what had happened. “Mr. Anderson is 
now one of the most popular and res­ 
pected men in the city. He is president 
of the bank. A wealthy uncle discovered 
the transformation that had come over 
his nephew and left him a fortune in 
his will. He still teaches a class of boys 
in Sunday School, and he is also still 
.janitor for the church. Many times he 
has said that “God cleaned my life and 
my soul, and as long as I live I will 
personally see that His house is kept 
clean.” 
The story is true. A town bum who 
took a job as janitor when no one else 
could be found became one of the out­ 
standing citizens of the city. That is 
what the Galilean did for him. He put 
purpose and meaning into an otherwise 
meaningless life. We think that this 
Story is a living example of what the 
little Jew tent-maker meant when he 
wrote: “If any one is in Christ, he is a 
new creation; the old has passed away, 
behold, the new has come.” 
May I close by saying that this is not 
a new story about what the Galilean 
can do for one. It is an old story. It is 
also a story of what He could do for 
you if He had His way.
